of distrust that pervades financial circle.?, 
and will pervade them until the danger- 
ous condition of -things are 
removed. 


What would be the right thing to do and 
would undoubtedly please Mr. Gage and 
the president as well, would be to substi- 
tute certainty for uncertainty in the 
great bupiness world and put an end to 
tho inflammable nature of things which 
now permits the endless chain to work at 
will. With the first breaking out of for- 
mal fears, tho endless chain will make its 
appearance and the $160,000,000 of gold 
now in the treasury will disappear like 
smoke before a strong wind. 


The greenbacks may stay all right, but 


t.he government must in f=omc way be pro- 
tected. If public sentiment remains so 
tender that it cannot bear tho child of 
olden time war days dispenses with; this 
same public sentiment must be protected 
Ihen against itself. Let these greenback? 
be protected in tho manner n»ked for. 
When they are once redeemed let them 
stay redeemed until some pays .over the 
gold coin for them, and thus if gold it is 


, that is their redeemer then gold it is 


•gain that is their revivifior and rencwcr 
if life. 
t .So far as the national banks are con- 
^err.td there is admittedly r.o very groat 
j)ublic sentiment about them, and,, yet 
they have proved a most useful adjunct 
of business life, and unquestionably have 
been the safest banking system the coun- 
try ever enjoyed at any period of its ca- 
reer. 


•Let us have common sense and reason 


about this matter. Neither executive or 
secretary .desires to foist any particular 
financial system on the country, hut they 
tlO' desire to blot out the slightest vcs- 
ligcs of distrust and plnce the country 
upon a plane that will toinpel the admir- 
ation and respect of the world. To give 
It a safety system that will ever market 
i>s securities at the highest prices and 
place a barrier that will prevent thorn 
(lending over to us at times wo can ill af- 
ford, of millions upon millions of our se- 
curities, obliging us to buy them back. 
Our protective tariff system has been 
robbed of one important factor of its ben- 
eficial influence through the operation of 
Ihe'ic very financial lawn that induced 
Kurope to flood us with our own medicine 
when wo have all of our own we can well 
stand under.

FASGO, N. D., Dec. 30—The prohi- 


bition wing of the Republican party held 
a semi-secret meeting here yesterday to 
organize a campaign club for the state, 
which will be extended to counties and 
seek to control the nominations of state 
officials and'members o{ tjie legislature. 
An organization was effected and-'a com- 
mittee appointed to issue an address to 
the voters of the state. 
The organiza- 


tion was within Republican lines, with 
the enforcement of state prohibitory laws 
as the cardinal principle. 


This issue, is brought to the 
front 


largely because of the open and contin- 
ued violation of the law at the state 
capital and because of the enaction of the 
present executive.

identified with the prohibition movement 
and many have scarcely continued their 
allegiance to the Republican party. 'An- 
other element in todays ' meeting, was- 
composed of Republicans of prominence 
in'the prohibition ranks and also in 'Re- 
publican councils.

The oppose the present Republican ma-
